ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE M. E. CHURCH. 

FIEST DAY. 

Keokuk, Iowa, Wednesday, Sept. 15, 1875 — 9 A. M. 

The Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church met to 
hold its Thirty-Second Annual Session in the Chatham Square M. E. 
Church, Keokuk, Iowa, Wednesday, September 15th, 1875, at 9 o’clock A. M., 
Bishop Stephen M. Merrill presiding. Bishop E. R. Ames being also present 
at the Conference.

The following paper, presented by John^Burgess and C. S. Jennis, was 
adopted : 

Whereas; The Rev. Thomas M. Kirkpatrick is now among us, who was 
the first Methodist minister ever licensed to preach on Iowa soil; and 
whereas, he has served the M. E. Church so long as a pioneer itinerant, and 
accomplished so much for our beloved Methodism ; and whereas, he is now 
a superannuated preacher of the Arkansas Conference \ therefore

A,— REPORT OF SECRETARY OF TRUSTEES OF IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY, 

1874-75. 

Reverend Fathers and Brethren: — In making to you this, the 21st 
annual report of tlie recording officer of the Board of Trustees and Visitors 
of the Iowa Wesleyan University, now, as in the past, under your patron- 
age and direction, it gives me pleasure to state, in behalf of the Board, the 
general prosperity of the Institution under their care. 

From the reports of the President of the College they found that the pre- 
vious Collegiate year had been marked by the admission to the College of 
quite a good class of promising students, by harmony in the educational 
government of the school, and by advancement in study on the part of the 
students. 

In several departments there had been considerable addition to the 
means of illustration and fr»r advanced work. Three additional laborato- 
ries had beefn opened during the year, one each for physics, physiology and 
botany. The supply of apparatus had been enlarged, and arrangements 
made for an astronomical observatory in the dome of the College building. 
Some advancement had been made in the addition of new studies in the 
Mathematical, Scientific and Preparatory Departments. But we leave the 
particulars with regard to these matters,' as well as with reference to the 
work of instruction in the University, to be reported to you by your Board 
of Visitors. 

We are glad, however, to bear witness to the general faithfulness and 
efficiency of the Board of Instruction, which justly entitles them to the con- 
fidence and esteem of the patrons of the University. Some of them, for ’ 
purposes of economy have performed much additional work in the college, 
besides hearing their regular recitations, and the reports will show that 
much economy has been practiced in carrying out the operations of the in- 
stitution. 

The Trustees find that the German College building had been completed, 
dedicated and occupied during the year. It is understood that there is yet 
a balance due on that building, and the Conference will bear in mind that 
the interest of the note of the Trustees to the German College, amounting to 
$600, payable semi-annually, must be provided for. The note itself does 
not mature until ten years from its date.

Prof Willey having accepted the Princijialship of the German College, 
tendered his resignation to the Board, which was, on account of his able 
services, reluctantly accepted. They also, after grave deliberation, accept- 
ed the resignation of the President of the University, Dr. John Wheeler ; 
and for the time placed the administration of the College in the hands 
of Prof. Mansfield, who was elected Vice-President of the University. On 
the recommendation of the President, they established a Chair of Archi- 
tecture, to which they elected Rev. J. R. Reasoner, also authorizing his 
employment at the discretion of the Executive Committee, as agent of the 
University. They took action recommending your body to give the ladies 
of the Conference a representation in the Board of Trustees, and in your 
Board of Visitors. They found the property of the University in fair con- 
dition, but needing additional repairs. 

After patiently enquiring into all the interests of the University, the 
Board adjourned to a special meeting, to be held in the College August 3d, 
1875. 

At that special meeting. Prof T. C. George, A. M., was elected to the 
Chair of Languages ; Miss Ella M. Blake, of Ottumwa, was elected Profes- 
sor of Painting, and Miss Carrie Potter, A. M. Professor of the Preparatory 
and Normal Departments. Of the superior qualifications of these persons 
the Board had ample information. 

In view of the publication of an article in the Mt. Pleasant Journal, 
of July 16th, last, signed “ Citizen,” and reflecting upon the financial man- 
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agement of the College, Revs. D. Murphy and H. E. Wing, and E. L. Penn, 
Esq., were appointed a committee to enquire into the allegations referred 
to, and to report to the Board, of which report you will receive due infor- 
mation. 

Dr. T. E. Corkhill, a trustee, gave notice of an appeal to your body, as 
provided for in the Articles of Incorporation, from the action of the Board 
by which, in the adoption of its by-laws, the number of the Executive 
Committee was fixed at seven. i 

The Board further adjourned to meet in Keokuk, September 16th, 1875, at 
2 o’clock P. M.

XI. REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MEMOIRS. 

Rev. David B. Smith was born at Muncietown, Indiana, August 3d, 1825, 
and died at Centerville, Appanoose County, Iowa, March 30th, 1875. Dur- 
ing the winter of 1843 he was converted, and united with the M. E. 
Church, at Exchange St., Keokuk. 

He received license to preach at Keosauqua about the year 1857. lie 
commenced his labors in the itinerant field as a supply on the Troy Cir- 
cuit, in 1868. At the ensuing session <»f the Iowa Conference he was ad- 
mitted on trial and returned to the same field of labor. In 1870 he was 
appointed to the Milton Circuit, and in the years of 1871 and 1872 he was 
in charge at Moulton, in 1873 West Grove, and in 1874, at the Confer ence 
held at Bloomfield, he was appointed by Bishop Haven to the Centerville 
Station. He went to his work with an ardent hope of recruiting his 
health, but his labor of love was ended, and the Master called him to his 
reward, and rest. His highest ambition was to win souls to Christ, preach- 
ing a free and full salvation to all, and he lived to exemplify the power of 
divine grace on his own heart and life. Entering the “Valley. of the Shad- 
ow of Death” he said to a ministerial brother, “Tell my brethren of the 
Iowa Conference, that when I came down to the cold Jordan qf Death, I 
stood as with my feet on the solid rock of Christ, and passed away tri- 
umphantly to my home.” His last words to weeping friends were, “ Let 
me go, ’tis Jesus calls me.”

Resolved, 5th, That we will, under no circumstances, use fermented wines 
in the administration of the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper.
